DX & Computer Horizons

DXers got an early Christmas present as 2007 
drew to aclose. The ARRL DXCC Desk 
announced the addition of St Barthelemy (FJ) to the 
DXCC List, making the island entity number 338 
with an effective date of 14 December, 2007. Cards 
with contacts dated December 14, 2007 or after will 
be accepted for DXCC credit after January 1, 2008. 
The addition resulted from the island being added 
to the U.S. Department of State’s List of 
Dependencies and Areas of Special Sovereignty, 
which qualified it as a Point 1 Political Entity. 

Here’s some highlights of upcoming DX in 2008. 


SAINT BARTHELEMY, FJ. Martti Laine OH2BH 
and Olli Rissanen OHOXX/HP1WW, wasted no time 
in operating from this new DXCC entity, signing FJ/ 
OH2AM. They have been on 40, 20 and 17 meters 
using CW and SSB. The length of their operation is 
uncertain, but their current hotel reservations end 
on December 27. QSL via OH2BN. 

Given the location and ease of travel, there should 
be many more operations from St. Bart’s in coming 
months. 


3Y/B BOUVET. Petrus ZS6GCM is a member of a 
scientific expedition to Bouvet Island and on 
December 19, 2007 was granted temporary 
permission to operate an Amateur Radio Station 
signing 3YOE for the duration of the 2007/2008 
scientific expedition, which is expected to end 
around February 14, 2008.

8Q MALDIVES. Andrew G7COD will be on the air 
from the Maldives using the callsign 8Q7AK 
between January 21 and February 2. He will 
operate mostly SSB. QSL via home call.
